The reason has been simply that 
workers would not come out and 
give their services. There is plenty 
of money in the city that is destined 
by its owners for the Salvation 
Army. True, it is, generally speak- 
ing, in small amounts, but there are 
enough of those small amounts to 
more than make up the $80,000 quota 
asked of the city. But it is neces- 
sary that someone call and get that 
money and the scarcity of workers 
has been their chief distinction. 

But on Friday morning, following 
a meeting held Thursday at which 
Edwin F. Johnson told about forty 
of Atlanta’s citizens—selected for 
their patriotism—just exactly what 
was the matter, those same forty 
citizens started out by committees 
to work for the great cause. The re- 
sult shown Friday night was that 
about ten thousand more had been 
secured for the fund, with a number 
of important committees not yet 
heard from. 

The impresssion received by the 
workers on Friday, with few ex- 
ceptions, was that the general public, 
judging by the size of their contri- 
butions, was inclined to re-christen 
the Salvation Army the “Starvation 
Army.” The leading citizens of 
this city went out on these commit- 
tees on Friday and, with the few 
exceptions noted, found that the 
average sized gift was not more 
than a dollar or two.

New York, May 23.—Sergeant Al- 
vin C. York, who received the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor for tha 
mightiest single-handed  achieve- 
ment of the war, in which he kill- 
ed twenty Germans, took one hun- 
dred and thirty-two more prisoners, 
and put thirty-six enemy machine 
gun nests out of business in the 
Argonne, wound up a day of un- 
successful effort to “get into New 
York city’s subway,” by hearing 
himself proclaimed the “greatest 
soldier in history,” at a dinner of 
the Tennessee society in his honor 
at the Waldorf-Astoria tonight.

VEHICLE OF AIR 
BROUGHT TO STOP

As for Admiral Sir Mark Kerr, 
he not only flies, but rhapsodizes 
about flying in lyrical verse, being 
a poet and author of more than 
average ability. In 1913 he was 
lent to the Greek navy, and as Cap- 
tain Mark Kerr he commanded the 
Implacable when the kaiser lunch- 
ed on board the ship at Corfu nine 
years ago. He is the son of an- 
other admiral, Lord Federic Kerr, 
and was born in September, 1864. 

He entered the royal navy in 1877 
and served in the Egyptian war 
in the naval brigade and, later, in 
the Sudan.

FLOOD OF MEASURES | 


BEFORE THE SENATE 


Washington, May 23.—Bills and 
in num- 
ber to those presented last Monday 
when congress convened were intro- 
duced today in the senate. Senate 
officials estimated that nearly 400 
weer introduced today. 

Senators Shields, of Tennessee, 
and Walsh, of Montana, reintro- 
duced waterpower bills similar to 
the one that failed of final enact- 
ment at the last session. Senator 
Spencer, of Missouri, reintroduced 
his bill extending the power of the 
senate to investgate contests grow- 
ing out of theelection ofits mem- 
bers. 

A bill similar to one recently 
presented in. the house by Repre- 
sentative Campbell, of Pennsylvania, 
providing for the distribution among 
the states of captured war trophies 
was introduced by Senator \ads- 
worth, of New York. Senator Cham- 
berlain, of Oregon, offered a bill 
recommended by Secretary Baker to 
equalize the pay received bv civil 
war veterans and that given retired 
soldiers who had served thirty years 
or more. 

Sending of letters or publications 
containing liquor advertisements 
through the mails into states which 
have laws probiting such advertise- 
ments, would be a federal offense 
under a bill introduced by_Senator 
Wadsworth.

—no varieties or species barred, 
from bears to wildcats. Adeptness 
with firearms and courage were his 
resources. AS a rule, every time his 
rifle cracked some animal dropped 
or flopped its way into the under- 
brush badly wounded, and for the 
last half century Lilly’s rifle has 
been spitting fire and his fame as 
a “sure shot” has spread through 
Louisiana, Texas, Arizona, New 
Mexico and northern Mexico. 

Ben Lilly was one of the guides 
who accompanied the late Colonél 
Roosevelt in his hunt through the 
Louisiana cane brakes at the time 
when the rm “Teddy bear” at- 
tained popularity.

These 
hunters have killed 70,713 predatory 
animals in the last three years, 
which has resulted in a dircct sav- 
ing estimated at nearly five and 
one-half million dollars a year to 
the stockmen of the Rocky moup- 
tain section. The total kill consist- 
ed of 60,473 coyotes, 8,094 bobcats, 
1,829 wolves, 201 mountain lions and 
137 bears. The pelts of the animals 
killed were sold for approximately 
$100,000, "which, of course, is of con- 
siderable aid to the government in 
financing the work. In addition to 
animals killed by trapping and 
shooting, great numbers of coyotes 
have been killed by the carefully 
organized poisoning campaigns con- 
ducted by the biological survey.

In Russia Are Displaced 


By Desire to Rebuild 


Leaders of the People Are 
Working to Restore In- 
dustry and Commerce to 
Stricken Nation.

WILL EVEN WELCOME 
FOREIGN ENTERPRISE 


Foreign-Owned Factories 
and Retail Stores to Be 
Welcomed in Soviet Rus- 
sia After Peace Is Signed 


By Frazier Hunt. 

Helsingfors, May 16, via Paris, 
May 21.—‘“With the signing of peace 
soviet Russia will be quite willing 
to settle for the foreign-owned fac- 
tories that were nationalized. For- 
eign capital and foreign business 
will be welcomed, and all that we 
will insist on is that it be under the 
genera! supervision of the govern- 
ment. We will even permit foreign 
retail stores, handling foreign made 
goods, to reopen.” 

Rikov, the new big man of Rus- 
sia, made these rather startling 


statements to me in an interview | 


just before I left Moscow a week 
ago. Rikov, true Russian and son 
of a peasant, is today one of the 
hopes of the country. His posi- 
tion as head of the great supreme 
council of 
has charge of all proauction and 
distribution in Russia makes him 
tremendously important, but as one 
of the leaders of a new idea of a 


commercial reborn Russia that is) 


getting to work again he is even 
more powerful. 
“Are Great Compromises.” 

These things, Rikov told me, are 
great compromises. They mean an 
almost complete change of front as 
far as the communist relationship 
with the outside business world is 
concerned. They mean that the trail 
is being broken for a new commer- 
clal Russia. They mean that the 
best men of the party and the gov- 
ernment now realize that only by 
great economic prosperity can the 
comforts of life be given the masses, 
and thus the best part of the fruits 
of revolution be saved. They : :ean 
that the old uncompromising tight- 
fisted idea of complete final nation- 
alization of all production and dis- 
tribution is going to be changed. 
They mean the door again is going 
to be opened wide to foreign in- 
vestors and business. Russia is 
promising not only to pay her na- 
tional debts, 
as well. 

x NReady for Foreigners. 

“If tomorrow the foreigner comes 
here with a proposition for estab- 
lishing, say, a paper mill, he will 
be given a concession if he consents 
to our labor laws and government 
and to a sale of part of the output 
at an agreed price,” said Rikov. 
“These fundamental labor laws refer 
at present to the eight-hour day 
wage schedule and to certain local 
factory control by labor’ unions 
through their factory committees.” 

Especially interesting is the prop- 
osition to permit the reopening of 
certain foreign retail stores. 
asked particularly about some of the 
old established American business 
eoncerns in Russia, such as the 
Singer Sewing Machine company 
and the Eastman Kodak company. 

Concession to People, 
“All goods made by our own na- 


tionalized factories will be distrib-- 


uted through our government stores, 
and naturally we will not desire di- 
rect competition, but foreign shops 
handling foreign made goods will 
be permitted to open,” Rikovy said. 
“Such American concerns as Singers 
and Eastman Kodak will be given 
special contracts and allowed to do 
v»usiness pretty much as before. The 
Russian peasant co-operatives will 
be permitted as well to open their 
own retail stores handling peasant 
made goods.” 

Only one who has seen the pres- 
ent impossibility of complete na- 
tionalization of all means of. dis- 
tribution as attempted in Moscow, 
ean realize how this will be wel- 
comed by the Russian people. They 
are tired of standing in long queues 
in front of the government stores 
and of all the difficulty of the eter- 
nal card system of rationing. It 
is a great concession to the people 
as well as to the outside world. 

Today Russia is hungry for the 
world’s imports to flow again into 
the country. The allied blockade 
is helping to strangle her to death. 
Seventy-five per cent of her loco- 
motives lie rusting for want of im- 
ported repair parts—75 per cent of 
the precious locomotives 
while 500 miles away in

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UNIFORM BIDS 
ON STEEL RAILS 


Director Hines Asks for 
Competitive Bids and Six 
Shell Concerns Name the 
Same Price—Hines 


Makes Statement. 


Washington, May 23.—Uniform 
bids based on the prices agreed upon 
between representatives of the stee) 
interests and the recently dissolvd 
industrial board have been submit- 
ted by six steel companies in re- 
sponse to the railroad administra- 
tion’s request for bids on open- 
hearth rails. ~~ F 

Director General Hines announced 
tonight that he had placed orders 
with these companies for 200,000 
tons of rails, but that he had done 
so “under protest” and with “em- 
phatic disapproval of the prices and 
the manner in which they were es- 
tablished.” 

A uniform price of $47 per ton 
for open-hearth rails, which Direc- 
tor General Hines said was “in 
strict accordance with the prices 
approved by the industrial board, 
was submitted to the railroad ad- 
ministration by the Carnegie Stee) 
company, the Illinois Steel company 
and the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company, all subsidiaries of the 
United States Steel corporation, and 
by the Colorado Fuel and Iron com- 
pany, the Bethlehem Steel company 
and the Lackawanna Steel company. 

Called for Cempetitive* Bids. 

After his failure to induce repre- 
sentatives of the steel interests at 
a final conference in New York 
several weeks ago to reduce tke 
prices established in their agree- 
ment with the industrial board, Di- 
rector General Hines announced that 


in the public interest he would re- 
yuest competitive bids on the steel 


requirements of the railroad admin- 
istration, which is the largest buyer 
of steel in the country. The bids 
announced tonight were submitted 
in response to the director general's 
request. 

in his recent opinion holding the 
price agreement plan of the indus- 
trial board ‘“‘to be unauthorized by 
law,” Attorney General Palmer de- 
clared that under the anti-trust laws 
price-fixing agreements were ille- 
gal and that such agreements might 
be “brought about through an in- 
formal meeting of the minds as well 
as through formal contracts.” Mr. 
Palmer also held it to be an estab- 
lished legal principle that “the pur- 
chase of government supplies shall 
a governed by the competitive sys- 
em.” 

Director General Hines, in his 
Statement tonight, announcing the 
bids, charged that the action of the 
six steel companies in submitting 
uniform bids “was taken under the 
leadership of the United States Steel 
corporation.” 

Hines Explains Position. 

Explaining the position taken by 
the railroad administration in plax- 
ing orders with the steel compz- 
nies, Mr. Hines said: 

“When the industrial board ap- 
proved the prices proposed by the 
steel interests it became at once 
apparent to me, and I so indicated 
in various discussions with repre- 
sentativts of the government, that 
that approval would encourage the 
steel interests to stand together on 
those prices even though govern- 
mental approval was. withheld. I 
felt, however, that even’so, it would 
be far more in the public interest 
for the government to withhold ap- 
proval and if necessary pay such 
prices, for the time being, under 
protest rather than endorse the 
prices, and that too, for the entire 
calendar year, as was proposed by 
the industrial board, and thereby 
give an official sanction to prices 
which were unreasonably high and 
which would merely’ serve as a 
starting point for still higher prices 
later on, ,. 

“The result has been in exact ac- 
cordance with this forecast. Six of 
the leading steel interests, in re- 
sponse to the railroad administra- 
tion’s request for bids for steel rails, 
have submitted bids which are uni- 
form in all respects as to prices and 
conditions of manufacture and are 
in strict accordance with the,prices 
proposed to and approved by the 
industrial board. In view of the im- 
mediate need for 200,000 tons of steel 
rails, orders have been placed at 
the prices, but emphatic disapproval 
of the prices and the manner in 
which they have been established. 


Led By U. S. Steel Company.

Mr. Hines then reviewed figures 
showing, he said, the “heavy profi¥s” 
of the steel companies in recent 
years, in support of his contention 
that the rail prices quoted were un- 

“It is important to remember,” 
said Mr. Hines in conclusion, “that 
the present policy of the steel in- 
terests in adhering to high prices 
on the ground that present costs 
necessitate them is a policy that does 
not work both ways. It is a policy 
to keep prices from going lower as 
“of ae increases and costs dimin- 
ish.”

In the course of the debate a bit- 
ter attack on the league covenant 
and on President Wilson’s course in 
the peace conference was made by 
Senator Sherman, of Illinois, repub- 
lican, who earlier in the day had 
presented a resolution declaring it 
the sense of the senate that the 


treaty and the covenant should be 
considered separately jvhen they 
come up for ratification. 

At Mr. Sherman’s request his res- 
olution went over and will be called 
up for debate probably next week. 

How long the discussion started 
by Senator Johnson’s resolution is 


to continue could not be predicted | 


by either side tonight. During 
the day Senator Robinson gave no- 
tice that he expected to address 
the senate at greater length on Mon- 
day in support of the treaty and 
Senator Reed, of Missouri, democrat, 
who is understood to oppose it, also 
announced that he would speak on 
the subject at Monday’s session. 
Many other senators are known to 
be preparing addresses. 
Sherman Quotes Wilson. 


During Senator Sherman's criti- 
cism of the president for alleged fail- 
ure to consult with the senate, his 
colleague, Senator McCormick, re- 
publican, of Illinois, handed him a 
quotation from a lecture by Mr. Wil- 
son in 1908, at Columbia university, 
in which the present executive ad- 
vocated close co-operation with sen- 
ators. The quotation submitted by 
Mr. McCormick and read by Senator 
Sherman, follows. 

“But there is another course which 
the president may follow, and which 
one or two presidents of unusual 
political sagacity have followed, 
with the satisfactory results that 
were to have been expected. He 
may himself be less stiff and offisch, 
may himself act in the true apirit 
of the constitution and establish in- 
timate relations of confidence with 
the senate on his own initiative, 
not carrying his plans to completion 
and then laying them in final form 
before the senate to be accepted or 
rejected, but keeping himself in 
confidential communication with the 
leaders of the senate while his ::. 
are in course when their adyi-e 
will be of service to him and his 
information of the greatest service 
to them, in order that there may be 
veritable counsel and a real accom- 
modation of views instead of a final 
challenge and contest. The policy 
which has-made rivals of the presi- 
dent and senate has shown itself in 
the president as often as in the 
senate, and if the constitution did 
intend that the senate should in 
such matters be an executive coun- 
cil, it is not only the privileze of 
the president to treat it as such. 
it is also his best policy and his plain 
duty.” 

Sherman Attacks League Charter. 

Senator Sherman, in his attack on 
the league covenant, bitterly criti- 
cised President Wilson for his con- 
duct of the peace negotiations and 
denounced the league proposal as a 
revolutionary attempt to set up “a 
pamliament of nations controlled by 
an obligarchy.” 

National sovereignty would dis- 
appear under the league, the IIlli- 
nois senator declared, and liberties 
won in centuries of struggle would 
be lost forever. Doomed with the 
“course of broken faith and shame- 
less perfidy from its inception and 
birth,” the league, he _ predicted, 
would become a “gigantic firebrand 
for a world conflagration.” 

Senator Sherman charged that 
covenant and treaty had been close- 
ly interwoven in the final ‘draft for 
the deliberate purpose of securing 
votes for the former, and argued 
that separate consideration would 
give an opportunity for the senate 
and the country to pass a more so- 
ber verdict. 

He charged President Wilson had 
broken faith with China, Poland 
and Italy; had “yielded to Great 
Britain;” had endeavored to subvert 
the fundamental laws of the repub- 
lic, and had promised to embark 
the United States on policies that 
would require her to send a million 
soldiers abroad. 

People Do Not Yet Understand. 

“The American people,” declared 
the senator, “have not yet fully 
measured the unparalleled and 
atrocious character of the assault 
made by the authors of the league 
on American government and Amer- 
ican institutions. A more sinister 
assembly of men never threatened 
the peace and safety of our country 
than now demand that unlimited 
powers over the lives and fortunes 
of the American pepole be surren- 
dered into their keeping.” 

In revising’ the original cove- 
nant,’’ said Mr. Sherman, the dele- 
gates at Paris had improved only 
its grammatical texture. 

“Like the original document, it 
is unamendable, omnicisient and in- 
fallible,”-he said. “Again it must 
be accepted as it flashes from the 
summit there dwells the incarante 
wisdom it has become blasphey to 


Pouestion and treason to try to un- 


derstand. 

“The league of nations is inter- 
locked with the treaty of peace de- 
signedly for an ulterior purpose. If 
it can be welded upon the peace 
treaty, it is supposed to procure 
votes, otherwise impossible. It is a 
confessed case of )vg-rolling. If 
the league be ratified while the 
government is at war, the vast and 
unknown war powers of undefined 
extent will be invoked to declare it 
valid. If peace be first concluded, 
those extensive and undefined war 
powers disappear.

“Altruism never before rose so 
far above human nature and com- 
mon sense, nor idealism so deluded 
its visionary worshippers. The mis- 
guided imagination of intellectual 
perverts has wrought more evil 
than the vicious propensities of the 
criminal. The man who writes a 
book to portray a new and perfect 
government, he assures us he has 
invented is more dangerous to his 
country than the archist. 

“Colonel House foreshadowed the 
destruction of constitutional gov- 
ernment in the United States in his 
work of fiction published in 1912. 
This novel exhibits his disregard of 
law and his belief in revolution. 
George D. Herron, lately the presi- 
dent’s envoy to the Bolshevist gov- 
ernment in Russia, says of the pres- 
ident in 1917: 

é ‘He 
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anything his words reveal. Five 
members of the president’s cabinet 
are tainted with socialism. <A vast 
swarm of his appointees are known 
to be open and avowed socialists. 
The administration of Woodrow 
Wilson, even under constitutional 
forms of government, is a hybrid 
between a French revolution and an 
Orietal despotism. History would 
forget the reign of Caligula in the 
excesses and follies of the American 
government, operated under the 
league of nations, interpreted by 
President Wilson and Colonel 
House.” 


No Limit to League’s Scope. 


Taking up the covenant section 
by section, Senator Sherman said 
that at the very outset the instru- 
ment gave to the league a scope of 
action practically unlimited, by em- 
powering itto deal “with any matter 
within the scope of the league or 
affecting the peace of the world.’ 

“The identification of the new or- 
ganism as a permanent and inde- 
pendent government, is complete” 
he continued. 

“The sovereignty of this nation 
passes from the territorial limits 
of our own country to a foreign 
capital. Congress cannot legislate; 
it cannot pass appropriation bills 
nor collect revenues; it cannot en- 
act labor legislation nor exercise 
the usual police power belonging to 
an independent state, until the de- 
crees of the latest orders of the 
Geneva council or measure in the 
assembly shall have been studied. 
War cannot be declaaed nor peace 
concluded; armies raised and sup- 
ported, navies provided and main- 
tained, nor the national guard of 
the several states mustered and 
equipped. 

“Article 16 declares if any mem- 
ber of the league resorts to war in 
disregard of its covenants, it shall 
of itself be deemed an act of war 
against all other members. This 
creates a condition of war without 
a declaration by congress.” 

Tracing the historical develop- 
ment of the taxing power, Senator 
Sherman declared it must be pre- 
served inviloable. But it would be 
lost, he said, under the article 
pledging financial power, without 
reference to congress. 

Yiclded to Great Britain. 


“Great Britain,” he continued, 
“has no written constitution. Great 
Britain’s representatives at the 
peace conference may not fully ap- 
preciate the importance of the con- 
stitutional differenecs in the char- 
acter of the two governments. I 
assume they represent and guard 
the interests of Great Britain. It is 
the duty ef our representatives to 
safeguard the United States. They 
have yielded to Great Britain. 

“The league fixes, in unchangea- 
ble limits, the present boundaries 
of every member nation. Its fron- 
tiers are final. When France joined 
with the American colonies in the 
revolution, if this league had #x- 
isted it would have forbidden the 
sword of Lafayette to be drawn 
with Washington’s, and would have 
crushed the infant republic beneath 
the armies of George III. and Louis 
XVI. It announces, in substance, 
to mankind, that the period of suc- 
cessful revolutions has drawn to a 
close in the world’s history. 

‘We are made parties not only to 
war and threats of war, but to 
every complaint made by member 
nations. As the wealthiest nation 
in the league, with its man-power 
unimpaired, the heavy burden will 
continually fall upon the American 
people. One million American sol-- 
diers will be required to meet the 
responsibilities and duties of the 
United States in foreign lands. The 
call for 8,000 men to serve in. Si- 
beria, and those now in northern 
Russia. are the first levies to empty 
American homes and embark us on 
the Wilson ideals.” 

Chinese Delivered to Japan. 

In spite of those ideals, said Sen- 
ator Sherman, forty million Chinese 
in Shantung are denied the right of 
self-determination and delivered to 
Japan under the treaty, while Po- 
land is given a mere appoach and 
easement of shipping with the ac- 
cess to it “through an alley flanked 
with German bayonets. mY 


“A league of nations,’ he 


elared, “founded on such a betrayal 


of Poland, on the robbery of China, 
our own ally, on the abrogation of 
its treaty made with Italy in an 
hour of deadly peril, a base palter- 
ing with the principle of self-deter- 
mination doubly interpreted with a 
duplicity unrivalled in even the 
congress of Vienna, is doomed with 
the curse of unbroken faith and 
shameless perfidy from its incep- 
tion and birth. If this be our re- 
public’s contribution to the league, 
let us hang our heads in shame and 
confess we are giants in word and 
Lilliputians in good faith and prac- 
tical action.”

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HARRIS TAKES CATE 
AS JUNIOR SENATOR

Washington, May 23.—(Special.)— 
Senator William J. Harris, of Geor- 
gia, -who arrived in New York last 
night from,France, where he has 
been studying the international situ- 
ation for two months, was sworn in 
today by the vice ,president as the 
junior United States senator from 
Georgia in the presence of several] 


members of the Georgia delegation 
in the house, their families and sec- 
retaries and many of the relatives 
and close personal friends of the 
Harris family, including his broth- 
ers, Major General P. C. Harris, the 
adjutant general; Colonel Seale Har- 
ris, of the surgeon general's depart- 
ment, and others. 

Upon his arrival in New York Sen- 
ator Harris issued an authoritative 
interview for release to all Georgia 
papers Sunday in which he recited 
the incidents of his trip abroad, 
his study of the soldier life, his in- 
dividual work in behalf of Geor- 
gia soldiers who had valid reasons 
for discharge, his work on the ques- 
tion of arehabilitated European 
market for cotton and so on. 


“Great and Glorious Trip.” 


“It was a great and a glorious 
trip,” said the senator to me to- 
night, “and I am so glad I took it. 
I, in company with my brother, the 
adjutant general, visited all of the 
battlefields of France and Belgium 
and Italy. We personally sought 
and found graves of many of the 
Georgia heroes who fell from the 
English channel to the Swiss bor- 
der. We marked and mapped these 
and the government is now prepar- 
ing to send many of these bodies 
home. Indeed all, where the par- 
ents or relatives desire that the 
bodies be returned. 

“I visited the American camps all 
over France and talked with the 
boys and saw them in every phase 
of military camp life—a great and 
a manly set of boys, too, and loyal 
and in good spirits and high morale. 
Of course, camp life is not every- 
thing that one might require, but I 
am satisfied that the American gov- 
ernment has done and is doing ev- 
erything practicable for the comfort 
and health and general satistaction 
of its soldiers, and the great ma- 
pority of those I saw were not only 
satisfied, but fully imbued with the 
idea that they were getting as good 
treatment as army organization 
could possibly render. Of course, 
the boys on the whole are anxious 
to get home, and the government is 
returning them just as rapidly as i& 
compatible with good judgment and 
safety of transport.” 


Harris on Peace Conference. 


Senator Harris discussed freely 
the many problems that are con- 
fronting the peace delegates in 
Paris and declared his sympathy 
for the magnificent efforts of the 
American delegation, headed by the 
president of the United States. Mr. 
Wilson “is working with the one 
great moral issue of a perpetual 
cessation of hostilities paramount 
in his mind. He is the great world 
power today among individuals. The 
politicians, or some of them, of the 
old world may not like him or his 
policies, but the great common peo- 
ple of England and Continental Eu- 
rope are for him almost to a man. 
They know he is honest and sincere 
and a man of high moral ideals and 
a far-seeing international vision. 
They know, in their hearts, that he 
is right, and they are willing to 
live by him, and if need be to die 
by him. That is just how strong 
a hold the president of the United 
States has upon the people, gener- 
ally speaking, of the old world, re- 
gardless of politicians and political 
differences that may have arisen.” 

Senator Harris does not hesitate 
to express the opinion that if the 
new republican senate, for politica! 
reasons, should refuse to ratify the 
league covenant, thereby forcing the 
issue before the people in the next 
national campaign, which fact he 
doés not concede, the voters of 
America, regardless of partv lines, 
will overwhelmingly support’ the 
league and the administration that 
stood steadfastly behind its enact- 
ment. In this he is eminently cor- 
rect as every unbiased student of 
national politics will aver. 


For Suffrage and Prohibition. 


Senator Harris comes to the sen- 
ate ready to support heartily and 
unequivocally the federal amend- 
ment for equal suffrage. He-will 
oppose the president’s recommenda- 
tion, however, as to lifting the war 
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emergency ban from light wines and 
beers. He declares the president’s 
message one of the strongest papers 
on domestic subjects ever delivered 
by a nation’s executive, and like all 
of the rest of the thoughtful degmo- 
crats of the country, wonders how 
the republicans will attempt to run 
off with, and make capital out of 
the great political issues that have 
been first and foremostly promul- 
gated by a democratic president.

Text of German Note. 


The note from Count von Brock- | 
| geration, 


dorff-Rantzau, head of the German 
peace delegation at Versailles, re- 
garding the economic effect of the 
peace treaty, dated at Versailles, | 
May 13, was made public today. The 
note reads: 

“Mr. President: In conformity | 
with my communications of the 
9th instant, I have the honor to 
present to your excellency the re- 
port of the economic commission 
charged with the study of the effect | 
of the condition of peace on the 
situation of the German population: | 

“In the course of the last two 
generations Germany has become 
transformed from an agricultural | 
state to an industrial state. As long 
as she was an agricultural state, 
Germany could feed 40,000,000 in- 
habétants. In her quality as an in- 
dustrial-state she could insure the 
nourishment of a population of 67,- 
000,000. In 1913, the importation of 
foodstuffs amounted in round 
figures to 12,000,000 tons. Before the 
war a total of 15,000,000 persons pro- 
vided for their existence in Ger- 
many by foreign trade and by navi- 
gation, either in a direct or an in- 
direct manner, by the use of foreign 
raw material. 

“According to the conditions of 
the peace treaty. Germany will sur-

German 
shipbuilding yards will build for 
five years in the first instance ton- 
nage destined for the allied and as- 
sociated governments. Germany 
will, moreover, renounce here colo- 
nies, all her overseas possessions, all 
her interests and securities in the 
allied and associated countries and 
in their colonies, dominions and pro- 
tectorates; will, as an installment of 
the payment for part of the repa- 
ration, be subject to liquidation and 
may be exposed to any other eco- 
nomic war mgasure which the allied 
and associated powers think fit to 
maintain or to take during the 
years of peace, 
German Losses in the East. 

“By the putting into force of the 
territorial clauses of the treaty of 
peace Germany would lose to the 
east the most important regions for 
the production of corn and potatoes, 
which would be equivalent to the 
loss of 21 per cent of the total crop 
of those article of food. Moreover, 
the intensity of our agricultural 
production would diminish consider- 
ably. On the one hand, the importa- 
tion of certain raw material indis- 
pensable for the production of 
manure, such as phosphates, would 
be hindered; on the other hand, .this 
industry would suffer likewise with 
all other industries from lack of 
coal. The treaty of peace provides 
for the loss of almost a third of 
the production of our coal mines. 
Apart from this decrease we are 
forced for ten years to deliver 
enormous consignments of coal to 
various allied countries. 

“Moreover, in conformity with the 
treaty, Germany will concede to 
her neighbors nearly three-quarters 
of her mineral production and more 
than ’three-fifths of her zinc prod- 
uct. 

“After this diminution of her 
products, after the economic de- 
pression caused by tne loss of her 
colonies, of her mercnant fleet and 
of her possessions abroad, Germany 
would not be in a state to import 
from abroad a sufficient quantity 
of raw materials. An enormous 
part of German industry would 
therefore, inevitably be condemned 
to destruction. At the same time 
the necessity of importing food- 
stuffs would increase considerably, 
whilst the possibility of satisfying 
that demand would diminish in the 
same proportion. 

“At the end of a very short time 
Germany would, therefore, not be in 
a position to give bread and work 
to her numerous millions of inhabi- 
tants who would be reduced to earn- 
ing their livelihood by navigation 
and by trade. Those persons would 
have to emigrate. but that is a 
material impossibility, all the more 
so because many countries, and the 
most important ones, will oppose 
any German immigration. More- 
over, hundreds of millions (7?) of 
Germans expelled from the terri- 
tories of the powers noW at war 
with Germany, from the colonies 
and territories which Germany must 
surrender, will return to their na- 
tive land. 


Catastrophe Would Soon Come. 


“"The putting into execution of 
the conditions of peace would, there- 
fore, logically bring about the loss 
of several millions of persons in 
Germany. This catastrophe would 
not be long in coming about, see- 
ing that the health of the popula- 
tion has been broken down*during 
the war by the blockade, and dur- 
ing the armistice by the aggrava- 
tion of the blockade of famine. No 
help, however important or over 
however long a period it might be 
distributed, would prevent these 
deaths en masse. Peace would im- 
pose on Germany numberless human 
sacrifices that this war of four 
vears and a half did not demand of 
her pride (1.750.000 killed, nearly 
one million dead, victims of the 
blockade). 

“We do not know, and indeed we 
doubt, whether the delegates of the 
allied and associated powers realize 
the inevitable consequences which 
will take place in Germany. An in- 
dustrial state very thickly populat- 
ed, closely bound up with the eco- 
nomic system of the world, and re- 
duced to the obligation to import 
enormous quantities of raw material 
and foodstuffs, suddenly finds her- 
self pushed back in the phase of 
her development which would cor- 
respond to her economic conditions 
and the numbers of her population 
as they were half a century ago. 
Those who will sign this treaty 
will sign the death sentence of 
many millions of German men, wom- 
en and children. 

“T thought it mv duty, before en- 
tering upon a discussion of other 
details of the treaty, to bring to 
the knowledge of the allied and 
delegations this summary

“This-report appears to them to 
contain a very inadequate presen- 
tation of the facts of the case, to 
be marked in parts py great exag- 
and to tgnore the funda- 
mental considerations arising both 
out of the incidence and the re- 
sults of the war, which explain and 
justify the terms tnat it is sought 
to impose. 

“The German note opens with the 
statement that. the tndustrial re- 
sources of Germany were inadequate 
before the war for the nourishment 
of a population of 67,000,000, and it 
argues as thouxh this were the

“This is not the case,

“Complaint is made in the Ger- 
man note that Germany is required 
to surrender her merchant tonnage, 
existing or in course of construc- 
tion, and that a privur claim is made 
upon her shipbuilding capacity for 
a limited term of years. No men- 
tion, however, is made of the fact 
that considerable portion of the 
smaller tonnage of Germany is left 
to her unimpaired; and it seems to 
have entirely escdped the notice of 
her spokesmen that the sacrifice of 
her large shipping is the inevitable 
and necessary penalty imposed upon 
her for the ruthiess campaign 
which, in defiance of all laws and 
precedent, she waged during the 
last two years of the war ubon the 
mercantile shipping of the world. 

As Partial Offset 

“As a partial offset against the 
twelve and three-fourths million 
tons of shipping sunk, it is pro- 
posed to transfer four million tons 
of German shipping. In other words, 
the shipping which it is proposed 
to take from Germany constitutes 
less than one-third of that which 
was thus wantonly destroyed. The 
universal shortage of merchant 
shipping is the result, not of the 
terms of peace, but of the action 
of Germany, and no surprise can 
if she is called 
upon to bear a share—and it is a 
very moderate share—of a loss for 
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which her own criminal deeds have 
been responsible. 

’ “Great stress is Ianid on the pro- 
posal that on the eastern side Ger- 
many shall be deprived of the re- 
gions specially devoted to the pro- 
duction of wheat and potatoes. This 
is true. But the note fails alto- 
gether to observe that there is noth- 
ing in the peace treaty to prevent 
either the continued production of 
those commodities in the areas in 
question, or their importation into 
Germany. On the contrary, the free 
mdmission of these products of the 
eastern districts is provided for 
during a period of three years. 
Moreover, it is fortunate for Ger- 
many that those regions have lost 
none of their productivity owing to 
the ravages of war. They have 
escaped the shocking fate which 
was dealt out by the German armies 
to the corresponding territories in 
Belgium and France on the west, 
mand Poland, Russia, Rumania and 
Serbia on the east. There appears 
to be no reason why their produce 
should not continue to find a mar- 
ket on German soil. 

“Stress is laid upon the proposed 
restrictions of the import of phos- 
phates. It is,* however, forgotten 
that Germany has never produced, 
but has always imported the phos- 
phates of which she stands in need. 
Nor is there anything in the terms 
of peace which will prevent or hin- 
der the importation of phosphates 
into Germany in the future. Other 
countries which do not produce 
phosphates are also compelled to 
import them in common with many 
other products from the outside: 
and the only difference in the two 
situations will arise from the rel- 
ative degree of wealth or impov- 
erishment in the countries con- 
cerned, 


Coal Left to Germany. 

“The German note makes_ spe- 
cial complaint of the deprivation of 
coml, and asserts that nearly one- 
third of the production of the exist- 
ing coal mines will be lost. But it 
omits to notice that one-fourth of 
the pre-war consumption of Ger- 
man coal was in the _ territories 
which it now is proposed to trans- 
fer. Further, it fails to take into 
account the production of lignite, 
eighty million tons of which were 
produced armually in Germany be- 
fore the war, and none of which is 
derived from the transferred terri- 
tory. Neither is any reference made 
to the fact that the output of coal 
in the nonetransferred districts was 
rapidly increasing before the war 
and that there is no reason to doubt 
that under proper management 
there will be a continuing increase 
in the future. 

“But should not the coal situa- 
tion be viewed from a different and 
wider standpoint? It cannot be for- 
gotten that among the most wsnton 
acts perpetrated by the German ar- 
mies during the war was the al- 
most complete destruction by her of 
the coal supplies of northern 
France. An entire industry was ob- 
literated with a calculation and a 
Savagery which it will take many 
years to repair. The result has 
been a grave and prolonged short- 
age of coal in western Europe. 
There can be no reason in equity 
why the effect of this shortage 
should be born exclusively by the 
allied nations which were its vic- 
tims, or why Germany, who delib- 
erately made herself responsible 
for the deficiency, should not, to 
the full limit of her capacity, make 
it good. : 

“Stress is also laid upon the hard- 
ships alleged to be inflicted upon 
Germany by the necessity of im- 
porting in the future iron ores and 
zine. It is not understood why 
Germany should be supposed to suf- 
fer from conditions to which other 
countries contentedly submit. It 
would appear to be a fundamental 
fallacy that the political control 
of a country is essential in order 
to procure a reasonable share of 
its products. Such a proposal finds 
no foundation in economic law or in 
history. 

“The allied and associated powers 
cannot accept the speculative esti- 
mate presented to them in the 
German note on the conditions of 
German industry as a whole. This 
estimate appears to them to_ be 
characterized and vitiated by palpa-

in Germany, in addition to those 
who have perished in the war or 
are alleged to have lost their lives 
in consequence of the blockade. 
Against the war losses of Germany 
might very fairly be placed the far 
greater losses which her initiative 
and conduct of the war have in- 
flicted upon the allied countries 
and which have left an ineffaceable 
mark upon the manhood of Eu- 
rope. On the other hand, the fig- 
ures and the losses alleged to have 
been caused by the blockade are 
purely hypothetical. The German 
estimate of future losses could be 
accepted only if the premises upon 
which it is presumed to rest are 
accepted also.

Germany Has Suffered Less. 


Her territories have suffered less 
than those of any other continen- 
tal belligerent state during the 
war. Indeed, so far as pillage or 
devastation is concerned, they have 
not suffered at all. Their fFfe- 
maining and untouched resources, 
supplemented by the volume of im- 
port trade, should be adequate for 
recovery and development. 

“The German reply also ignores 
the immense relief that will be 
caused to her people in the struggle 
for recovery by the enforced re- 
duction of her mifllitary armaments 
in future, Hundreds of thousands

It 
is right that Germany, which is 
responsible for the origin of these 
calamities, should make them good 
to the utmost of her capacity. Her 
hardship will arise, not from the 
conditions of peace, but from the 
acts of those who provoked and

May 24.—The 
Washington state supreme court de- 
cided today in favor of the Cali- 
fornia Grape Protective association 
n an action brought by the asso- 
iation to compel the secretary of 
state to submit Washington’s rati- 
fication of the national prohibition 
amendment to a vote of the people. 

According to interpretations of to- 
_day’s decision, ratification of the 
‘dnational prohfbition amendment by 
the Washington legislature last win- 
ter will not become effective unless 
it is approved by the voters of the 
state. 

As more than two-thirds of the 
states—the number necessary for 
ratification—have approved the 
amendment, it was expected that the 
decision would not have any effect 
on the national situation.

The 
Yield marshal, who recently bought 
a villa on the shores of Lake Con- 
stance, added he had had only four- 
teen days holiday since the war be- 


gan. 
The Swiss authorities are some- 
what embarrassed, as it is known 
Von Hindenburg is a monarchist and 
also an intriguer and may use this 
neutral country as a base for fur- 
ther intrigues.

Deadliest Poison 
Menaced Germany 
W hen War Closed 


American Scientist Had 
Prepared “Lewisite,”’ 
That Would Have 
Wiped Out Every Ves- 
tige of Life in German 
Empire. 


Washington, May 24.—Guarded 
night and day, and far out of hu- 
man reach on a pedestal at the in- 
terior department exposition here, 
is a tiny vial. It contains a speci- 
men of ‘the deadliest poison ever 
known. It is “lewisite,” product of 
an American scientist. It is what 
Germany escaped by signing the 
armistice before all the resources 


upon her. 

Ten dir planes carrying “lewisite”’ 
would have wiped out every vestige 
of life—human, animal and vege- 
table—in Berlin. A single day’s 
output would snuff out the four 
million lives on Manhattan Island. 
A single drop poured in the palm 
of the hand would penetrate to the 
blood, reach the heart and kill the 
victim in great agony. 

What was coming to Germany may 
be imagined by the fact that when 
the armistice was signed it was 
being manufactured at the rate of 
ten tons a day. Three thousand tons 
of this most terrible instrument 
ever conceived for killing would 
have been ready for business on 
the American front in France on 
March 1. 

“Lewisite” is another of the big 
secrets of the war just leaking out. 
It was developed in the bureau of 
mines by Professor W. Lee Lewis, 
of Northwestern university, Evans- 
ton, LiL, who took a commission 
as a captain in the army. It was 
manufactured in a specially built 
plant near Cleveland, called the 
“Mouse Trap” because every work- 
man who entered the stockade went 
under an agreement not to leave the 
eleven-acre space until the war was 
won. This, of course, was to pro- 
tect the secret. Work on the plant 
ewas started eighteen days after the 
bureau of mines had completed its 
experiments. The other preparations 
to bring the gas into the war went 
forward with like speed, but the 
armistice prevented the Germans 
from ever experiencing a full real- 
ization of what they had begun when 
they turned their primitive gases 
on the Canadians in Flanders in the 
early days of the war. 

Experts are certain no one will 
want to steal the sample. Every- 
body at the exposition showing 
what Secretary Lane’s department 
did and is doing, keeps as far away 
from it as possible. " 


Chicago, May 24.—Captain W. Lee 
Lewis, who developed “Lewisite, 
the deadliest poison known, is pro- 
fessor of chemistry at Northwestern 
University, Evanston, Ill. He ob- 
tained a leave of absence and ac- 
cepted a captain’s commission in the 
army in January, 1918, it was said 
at the university today. 

His associates had known of his 
success in research and development 
work for the bureau of mines al- 
though the details of his work were 
kept secret by the government. He 
will continue hi# work at Washing- 
ton until July 1, according to in- 
formation at the institution, when 
he will return to the university.

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MORE WAR COMING 
MOTT'S PREDICTION

Y. M. C. A. Leader, Just 
Back From Europe, Says 
World Is Not Through 
With Conflict — Sympa- 
thy Asked for Russia. 


New York, May 24.—“We are not 
through with war yet,” was the 
warning uttered tonight by Dr. John 
R. Mott, secretary of the interna- 
tional council of the Y. M. C. A., 
in an address delivered at a lunch- 
eon given him by the Methodist 
centenary movement. Mr. Mott has 
recently returned from Europe, 
where he supervised the work of 
the Y. M. C. A. in the allied coun- 
tries. 

“All peoples are on their nerves,” 


ihe said, “which are worn and thread- 


bare. The spirit of criticism pre- 
vails everywhere. On the other side 
it is everywhere in evidence. Na- 
tions, whether victors or vanquished 
are torn and embittered. Deep 
chasms exist between nations. We 
are not through with war yet. 1 
need not particularize. We have the 
Bolsheviki, and deep chasms not only 
exist between nations, but between 
classes within nations. They are 
gaping and yawning ominously to 
those who look with their eyes open. 
The people of the world are awaken- 
ing to the price they must pay and 
they are fast drifting into the zone 
of pessimism. It is a bewildered 
world, a confused world. This all 
means an imperilled world. We see 
everything disintegrating and that 
leads to destruction.” 

Commenting on the fact that Rus- 


sia lost 3,600,000 men in the- war, 
Mr. Mott protested against criticism 
of that country. “It is the last na- 
tion,” he _ said, “with whom we 
should become impatient. What 
would England, France and the Unit- 
ed States have paid had it not been 
for Russia?’

Washington, May 24.—A require- 
ment that men enlisted in the regu- 
lar army prior to April 2, 1917, could 
re-enlist only for the three-year 
term was revoked today by the war 
department.

City Ordinances Passed. 

City ordinances exist, which were 
passed, many of them at the in- 
stance of the federal! health service, 
covering the ‘entire ground, and 
which if enforced by the city 
health department will insure the 
citizens of Atlanta a continuation 
of cleanly conditions, so far as pub- 
lic eating and drinking places are 
concerned. The law with reference 
to surface closets, which is covered 
by city ordinance, can also be en- 
forced by the health department, if 
allowed sufficient funds, and the 
inapnection of milk, which tncludes 


the analysis of samples from dairies 
selling their product within the city 
limits, will continue under the di- 
rection of Dr. Claude Smith, city 
bacteriologist. 

Aside from the work of the army 
officers in the medical departments 
Uncle Sam had his public health 
department in Atlanta conduct a 
campaign against typhoid fever and 
other communicable diseases in At- 
lanta, and during the last year more 
than 30,000 injections of the anti- 
typhoid serum were administered to 
Atlanta citizens. : 

The taking of the serum was 
made compulsory among those serv- 
ing food to soldiers and all hotel 
and restaurant employees as well 
as those in barber shops, meat mar- 
kets and soda fountains, were re- 
quired to take the injections. A 
darge number of citizens also ap- 
peared at the office of the federal 
health service, asking to be given 
the anti-typhoid serum, and thou- 
sands were given smaHpox vacci- 
nation upon application.: 

This work can be carried on only 
in .a limited way because of lack 
of funds. ; 

Will Discontinue Clinics, 


The clinics for the treatment of 
social diseases, which have been 
been maintained by Uncle Sam at 
some of the prominent hospitals 
and in the prisons of the city will 
be discontinued. The same is true 
with reference to the fight the gov- 
ernment has made against mosqypi- 
toes and flies in Atlanta and in the 
areas surrounding the military 
camps near the city, where many 
miles of ditches were run and lakes 
and swamps drained in the anti- 
malaria fight. 

Up to the first of June, 1918, 
Uncle Sam expended in the city of 
Atlanta almost $13,000, or 63 cents 
per capita, for the suppression of 
flies and mosquitoes. This amount, 
taken with $3,500 apportioned to 
the health departments of the city 
for mosquito work, served to re- 
duce the fly and mosquito nuisance 
to a very effective degree, but even 
with this amount of money” ex- 
pended, which was about $10,000 in 
excess of any previous sum used 
for the purpose, the entire ground 
was not covered, and the insects 
were by no means exterminated. 

The fact that more than fifteen 
thousand dollars and a small army 
of experts sent here by the govern- 
ment to aid the city in its fight 
against mosquitoes-and flies could 
not succeed in doing more than 
holding the pests in check, causes 
a note of uneasiness among the 
citizens in contemplation of the 
swarms of mosquitoes and flies that 
will surely descend upon.-the city, 
should all restrictions be removed, 
which will be the case should the 
finance committee refuse to allow 
the appropriation of $4,000 for fly 
and mosquito work to stand. 


A Long Battle. 


For nearly fifteen years the At- 
lanta health department has been 
fighting flies and mosquitoes and 
although the battle has been an un- 
equal one, because of the shortage 
of funds and equipment supplied 
by council, there has been such 
effective work accomplished that 
the mosquito nets, once universally 
used, gradually disappeared, until 
with the coming of the government 
health service, which joined the 
fight with larger forces and more 
funds, it is safe to gay that there 
were but few, if any mosquito bars 
used in Atlanta within the past 
two years. The battle against flies 
was valiantly fought by the city 
health department with its limited 
forces, and when the federal health 
service appeared upon the battle- 
field, the people were educated to 
the dangers of the insects, and were

SAVED FROM FIRE 


Baltimore Says Only 

Three Negro Deck 
Hands Perished When 
Steamer Virginia Burn- 
ed—Norfolk Hears Sev- 
eral Passengers Were 
Lost. 


Baltimore, May 24.—Several o07 
the 156 passengers on the old bay 
line steamer Virginia, burned at 1] 
o'clock this morning in Chesapeake 
Bay off the mouth of the Potomac 
river, were injured, but none was 
lost. Not a few had narrow es- 
capes. There were many thrilling 
rescues made by members of the 
crew of the burning vessel, and of- 
ficers and members of the crew of 
the Chesapeake liner City of Nor- 
folk, which was close to the Vir- 
ginia when the fire occurred and 
stood by her until the last. 

Mrs. E. I. Newberry, of Balti- 
more, and Captain W. G. Lane, of 
the Virginia, were the most sgeri- 
ously injured. Mrs. Newberry was 
hurt when a lifeboat fell and Cap- 
tain Lane is suffering from bad 
burns. 

The Virginia was bound from Bal- 
timore for Old Point and Norfolk. 
She carried, in addition to 156 pas- 
sengers, a crew of 82, all of wham 
but 38 negro deck hands, have been 
accounted for. The vessel’s passen- 
ger list was lost. 

Captain Lane, Major C. D. David- 
son, of Camp Meade, who was en 
route to Newport News, and a la- 
borer were the last persons to leave 
the stricken ship. 

Leaped Into Water. 

These three men stayed until the 
fire got so hot their hands and 
faces were blistered. Then they 
leaped into the water. 

Within 15 minutes after the blaze 
burst forth on the Virginia, men 
on the City of Norfolk could hear 


the cries of help from those who | 
had leaped overboard. The boats of | 


the two vessels picked up all they 
could find. 

Those who witnessed the burning 
of the steamer were impressed at 
the rapidty with which it was con- 
sumed. By 1:30 o’clock the Vir- 
ginia was a blackened and smoking 
hulk, burned down to the- water 


| line. 


The weather was clear and the 
seas calm; otherwise the rescuers 
would have been able to do little 


toward saving those who had to 
jump into water. Two lifeboats 
filled with passengers capsized. 
One of the boats turned over im- 
mediately after leaving the Vir- 
ginia, and another a short distance 
from the Florida. 

Forced to leave the ship in such 
a hurry, passengers left their 
clothes, jewelry money and other 
valuables behind, and all were lost. 

Officials have as yet been unable 
to learn the cause of the fire. 


Some Passengers May Be Lost. 

Norfolk, Va., May 24.—While 
some passengers, rescued from yw 
e- 
stroyed by fire early today, several 


the belief tonight that between 
twenty and twenty-five persons lost 
their lives in the fire or were 
drowned, officials of the company 
at the same time declared they be- 
lieved all of the 156 passengers list- 
ed at Baltimore were saved. The 
steamer was bound from Baltimore 
to this city.

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knowledge that a woman and child 
were drowned and that three negro 
firemen perished in the flames was 
developed in statements of tonight. 
A third passenger, a citizen of Nor- 
folk, who was one of the last to 
leave the stricken ship, stated he 
believed at least twenty persons 
were trapped in their state rooms by 
smoke and flames. 

Ninety-two’ of the rescued were 
brought here on the Chesapeake line 
steamer City of Norfolk and the re- 
mainder taken to Baltimore on the 
steamers City of Baltimore, Florida 
and City of Annapolis. 

The loss of the Virginia, with her 
cargo, is estimated by officials at 
between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000.

Investigation of a report that a 
negro believed to have set fire to 
the ship, was chained in irons on 
the City of Norfolk, developed that 
the man was held for creating a 
disturbance and being intoxicated. 


Captain Was Burned. 


Captain .W. G. Lane, of the 
stricken vessel, who was the last 
man to leave his ship, was cut off 
from his subordinates by the flames 
which swept the forward freight 
deck, near which portions of the 
vessel the fire is believed to have 
originated. He was thrown into the 
water after being burned about the 
face and hands following a loud ex- 
Plosion, and was rescued by the 
steamer Florida, which carried him 
to Baltimore, 

The fire, which is said to have 
been discevered by a night watch- 
man, made quick headway, and it 
is believed the vessel burned to 
the water line within a half hour 
after the first alarm. It was only 
a few minutes after all the passen- 
gers were said to have been re- 
moved from the Virginia that the 
flames shot into the air and en- 
veloped the funnels and superstruc- 
ture. The conflagration served as 
a beacon visible in the night for 
miles, and it was this great light 
that brought four steamers to the 
rescue. 

H. H. Lewis, former purser of the

For many years Mrs. Mary L. Mc- 
Lendon and Mrs. W. H. Felton, of 
Cartersville have talked of the jus- 
tice in women’s sharing with men 
the burdens of government and the 
fitness of those who train the fu- 
ture citizens of the state to take 
part in its councils and being met 
with the conventional objections, 
most of which, as some suffragist 
remarked, was summed up in the 
phrase, “I just don’t like the idea.” 
Others, among them Mrs. Emily Mc- 
Dougald, Mrs. Emma T. Martin, Mrs. 
Amelia Woodall and Mrs. Elliott 
Cheatham, have appealed time and 
again to the legislators, being sent 
away each time with little or no 
encouragement. The women who 
advocated suffrage were often 
amtied out of hearing by the state- 


ment made in indulgent retort that | 
“women didn’t know anything about | 


politics.” 

Dr. John E. White, formerly pas- 
tor of the Second Baptist church, 
was one of the first to take the 
stand in Atlanta that the fact that 
women were unprepared to vote 
was an argument in favor of their 
being given suffrage. They would 
never be qualified until they were 
admitted to the polls, he said. 

The granting of primary suffrage 
has come after much endeavor in 
this direction, but almost voluntari- 
ly on the part of the city execu- 
tive committee who approved the 
resolution with only one dissenting 
vote.

PREDICTED FOR COTTON 


St. Matthews, 8S. C., May 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Inquiries have been received 
from the representatives of several 
European countries during the past 
seventy-two hours asking about the 
prospects of securing raw cotton, 
declared J. Skottowe Wannamaker, 
president of the American cotton 
association, in the statement issued 
here this afternoon. 

“These countries are all reported 
to be in desperate need of cotton,” 
declared Mr. Wannamaker, “and de- 
sire to know the possibility of 
purchasing same and what arrange- 
ments can be made. It is presumed 
that these representatives, like the 
representative of the Russian gov- 
ernment, thought that the cotton ex- 
porting financing and marketing 
corporation, plans for which were 
adopted at New Orleans last week, 
had already been organized. Al- 
though the plans for the corporation 
have been approved, officers have 
not yet been chosen nor has the 
corporation opened for business.” 

President Wannamaker again this 
afternoon issued an appeal to the 
cotton farmers of the south not to 
sell their cotton at present prices, 

“If the farmers will but stand 
firm they will yet sell their 1918 
crop at a profit,” he said. “The 
market has advanced a great deal 
during the last few weeks but it 
has not anything like reached its 
summit yet. I peg those who have 
been holding this long not to break 
over now. I am convinced from in- 
formation which I have secured dur- 
ing the past few days that the 
market is going to go much higher.”

First Concrete Vessel 
Built on the Atlantic 
On Initial Trip Monday 


Brunswick, Ga., May 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The steamship Atlantus, the 
tirst concrete vessel ever to be built 
on the Atlantic coast and the first 
under the supervision of the United 
states shipping board, will leave 
Brunswick Monday on her initial 
trip to Wilmington, N. C., the head- 
quarters of the Liberty Shipbuilding 
company, builders of the Atlantus. 
The steamer has already been given 
her dock trip, the machinery work- 
ing satisfactorily, and it was de- 
cided to send her on a four or five 
hundred mile voyage on her trial 
trip. 

The Atlantus was built completely 
in this city. Work was started on 
her soon after the government de- 
cided to experiment with concrete 
ships, following the success of the 
Faith, built on the Pacific, and 
though there were many backsets 
and unavoidable delays, the ship 
was launched last December, all of 
the work being done by the Liberty 
Shipbuilding company. The contract 
for installing the machinery was 
then awarded to the American Ship- 
building company, in this. city, 
therefore, every detail of the work 
was done in Brunswick. The Atlan- 
tus would have been ready to go 
into commission long ago, but the 
work was not pushed after the sign- 
ing of the armistice. The ship has 
already been insvected by repre- 
sentatives of the shipping board and 
by W. B. Lee and E. G. Fitzgerald, 
steamboat inspectors of this dis- 
trict, and today all final details were 
completed for the initial trip on 
Monday. 

The success of the Atlantus is be- 
ing watched with much interest in 
American shipping circles, and if 
she performs as well as is being pre- 
dicted by those who have followed 
her construction, concrete shipbuild- 
ing is a realization. Many claims 
have been made for concrete ves- 
sels, their quick construction, the 
smaller cost, with equal carrying 
capacity, their seaworthiness, etc., 
and on the trip to Wilmington Mon- 
day will be various people interest- 
ed who will watch the performance 
of the Atlantus. A large crowd will 
Zo on her, including local crews 
who installed the machinery, repre- 
sentatives of the shipbuilding com- 
panies, of the Emergency Fleet cor- 
poration and others. The ship is 
being carried to Wilmington for a 
few final touches and she will then 
proceed to New York, where she 
will be assigned to the navigation 
department of the shipping board, 
and will probably see.service be- 
tween New York and the West 
indies.

She has spent three-fourths of the 
value of her total wealth and lost 
three-fourths of her shipping dur- 
ing the war. The government con- 
trols the purchases of everything.

Found Georgians Fiverywhere. 


“I conferred with President Wil- 
son about helping the cotton situa- 
tion and ‘he is doing everything 
that can be done. My earnest hope 
is that my efforts will materially 
benefit the cotton growers in Geor- 
gia. 

“Georgians were found’ every- 
where—first at Brest when I landed 
where Colonal Asa Singleton, chief 
of staff of the base, is stationed. 
His home is at Fort Valley, and he 
like thousands of other yt ip wr 
distinguished himself at the front 
in the war and is now engaged in 
the great work of getting the troops 
home. 

“Just before leaving France I was 
joined by my brother, Major General 
Peter C. Harris, and we spent two 
weeks in the devastated region, and 
visiting the battlefields in which 
his son commanded his company. 
The scenes of destruction beggar 
description; hundred of towns are 
completely destroyed—some not a 
soul remains, while in many there 
are only a few people. 

“All military men from General 
Pershing down had nothing but 
praise for Georgia troops, and their 
graves from the English channel to 


Switzerland told of their bravery 
and devotion to their country. 
“Among the first Americans kill- 
ed was Captain Jewett Williams, of 
Athens, of the 82d division, whose 
grave I visited at Abbeville. In visit- 
ing the battlefield on which my 
nephew, Captain Charles D. Harris, 
of the Sixth engineers, lost his life 
in the Meuse-Argonne, I found the 
grave of Captain George Munro of 
Buena Vista, who was killed just 
before the armistice was declared. 


To Bring Bodies Home. 


“I visited the headquarters of 
the graves registration service and 
personally saw the work being done 
in getting the bodies of our brave 
soldiers to American cemeteries in 
France so they could be brought 
home. There are 3,000 soldiers 
searching for graves and moving 
bodies. Up until a month ago the 
whereabouts of every American sol- 
dier was accounted for, except two 
thousand of the two million who 
went across and many of these are 
\ being found daily, many are alive, 
Every soldier who was killed or 
| died in France will be brought home 
-at the government’s expense unless 
| request is made to leave the bodies 
in France. These remaining will 
be left in our national cemeteries 
in France. 

“Our soldiers had to undergo great 
hardships and on the. battlefields 
where Georgians fought it is a won- 
der that any came out alive. They 
reflected credit on our state and 
added new luster to the glories of 
our Georgia soldiers in past wars. 

“The women of Georgia over there 
rendered splendid service and their 
accomplishments are tributes to the 
womanhood of our state. Our sol- 
diers praise their work. 

“No work of my life has been 
more gratifying than to secure the 
return home of a large number of 
Georgians whose families had writ- 
ten me of the importance of their 
return, and with few exceptions 
where their services could not be 
spared for the present, I secured the 
return for all who had requested. 
It was a labor of love.

Major T. W. Sill Reports | 


Great Chemical Plants 


of the Rhine Provinces 
Unharmed by Air Raids. 


PLENTIFUL SUPPLY 
SKILLED PERSONNEL 


Plants Are Even En- 
larged in Capacity as 
Result of Additions for 
War Material Require- 
ments. 


New York, May 17.—(Special.)— 
The German dyestuff plants, all of 
which were unharmed by the war, 
are seeking to regain Germany’s 
arip on the world trade, gaccording 
to Major T. W. Sill, of the chemical 
warfare service, who has just re- 
turned from the occupied Teuton 
territory on both banks of the 
Rhine, where are situated the most 
important of the country’s chemical 
strongholds. Major Sill was a mem- 
ber of the inter-allied commission 
appointed to investigate the produc- 
tion of war materials in the Ger- 
man chemical plants in the areas 
occupied by the American, British, 
French and Belgian forces, 

Major Sill found the dye factories 
undamaged by the air raids of the 
alltes and any other results of the 
war, With machinery in perfect con- 
dition and with an adequate per- 
sonnel of acientific experts and of 
trained operrmtives ready on the 
ground to turn their entire activ- 
ities into the manufacture of colors 
and medicinals. 

“Before going through these 
plants,” said Major Sill, “I had many 
ideas, developed from newspaper re- 
ports and other sources of informa- 
lion, concerning Germany's war- 
time conditions, that are consider-

This plant operated very successful- 
ly, turning out a large production, 
havine the advantage of the trained 
personnel in their plant. This is 
quite illustrative of the general 
conditions I saw in the chemical in- 
dustries in Germany. 

“These new explosive plants 
sembled subterranean dugouts, bare- 
ly more than the roofs showing 
above ground, the storehouses were 
protected from air raids, and em- 
bankments were placed about the 
various buildings to prevent the dis- 
tribution of disastrous explosions. 

Plants Were Fortified. 

“Despite the repeated reports cir- 
culated in this country to the ef- 
fect that air raids have produced 
eonsiderable damage in these plants, 
there is no apparent destruction or 
which I could observe. In 
several isolated cases there are win- 
dows broken and slight damage has 
done, but no destruction on a

“At the present time these plants 
are only operating at about 10 per 
cent of their normal, peace-time 
production, the principal reason be- 
ing the lack of necessary raw mate- 
They retrin, however, most 
of their working personnel, who 
are at present simply employed in 
keeping the plant clean and order- 
iv. One of the plant directors stat- 
ed that his firm was spending a 
million marks a week simply to 
keep the labor employed. This is 
more or less of a protection meas- 
ure taken to keep the men out of 
labor difficulties and demonstra- 
tions, but gas soon as they should be 
allowed to receive the necessary 
amounts of raw materials’ they 
stand ready to resume operations 
immediately.

“At the present time the only ap- 
parent handicap to the resumption 
of operations in these plants on a 
large scale is the lack of oils and 
greases for lubrication of the ma- 
chinery. They have partially met 
this situation with artificial substi- 
tutes, but there is no doubt a real 
lack of these materials. Otherwfse, 
however, there is nothing to hinder 
their immediate participation in the 
struggle for commerce @s soon as 
they are allowed the necessary raw 
materials, 

“The important point is that the 
American people, in particular, 
should realize that this important 
portion of Germany’s industries is 
not crippled, but intact and ready 
to operate, consequently a danger- 
ous factor in the struggle for com- 
mercial supremacy and also a poten- 
tial source of war material produc- 
tion unless properly controlled. 
Moreover, I do not think German 
people as a whole realize completely 
the magnitude of their defeat, and 
count upon the Americans in parrtic- 
ular very soon forgetting the hor- 
rors of war, resuming their trade 
with them, utilizing their products, 
and allowing their industry to thrive 
once more. At present the only 
thing they lack are raw materials 
and coal for the operation of the 
plants, which fortunately the allies 
can control, unless the peace terms 
are lenient enough to allow them 
to operate on full scale as before.” 

The major said he hoped that the 
American people and consumers of 
chemicals and dyestuffs will back 
up the American manufacturer so 
that this previous condition cannot 
he restored.

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TO OPEN EAST ROUTE OF DIXIE HIGH 
COMBINATION BUYING 


One year hence will see the com- 


_ pletion of the Dixie highway from 


Chicago and the Great Lakes to 
Cuattanooga via Cincinnati and 
Knoxville, and the. remainder of 
the way to Miami, Fla., within the 
succeeding year. June 14, 1920, 
was recently set by the board of 
directors of the association, in 
fourth annual session in Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., as the date for the 
formal opening and dedication of 
the irst complete leg on the great 
highway. 

Such action constituted the lead- 
ing feature of the sessions of the 
association, It was determined 
that the opening of the highway 
from Michigan to Chatanooga 
should be made a national event. 
Governors of all the states tra- 
versed will.be asked to meet the 
board of directors of the associa- 
tion at Cincinnati, and from there 
come to Chattanooga via Knoxville 
in automobiles, and here the fifth 
annual meeting of the association 
will be held. 

The most optimistic report heard, 
in addition to the situation along 
‘the eastern division of the Dixie 
highway, came from Georgia mem- 
bers, who reported that by June, 
1921, the entire route from Chatta- 
nooga to Miami will be completed 
and it was suggested that in that 
month the greatest celebration 
known to America be pulled off 
and that all leading cities along 
the route be given opportunity in 
some * 1y to participate. 

Judge M. M. Allison, of Chatta- 
nooga, was re-elected president of 
the association and V. D. L. Rob- 
inson, secretary. All the officers 
of the association were re-elected 
amid expressions of approval of 
their record of service in the inter- 
est of the project. 

RESOLUTION 
ADOPTED. 

Following is the text of the reso- 
lution adopted by the association 
fixing June 14, 1920, as the date to 
formally open the great highway 
from the Great Lakes to Chatta- 
nooga via Cincin>2. and Knox- 
ville: 

Whereas, It appears from the 
assurances received at _ this 
meeting, that progress on the 
work of the opening of the 
eastern division of the Dixie 
highway, between Cincinnati 
and Chattanooga, is proceeding 
to an extent that will <--stify 
formal declaration of the com- 
pletion of this part of the high- 
way within a year; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That the president 
“of the association ° » and he is 
hereby authorized to take steps 
to celebrate the opening of this 
link of the eastern division by 
a tour from Cincinnati to Chat- 
tanooga, to begin from Cincin- 
nati on Monday, June 14, 1920; 

Resolved further, That the 
president »« authorized to in- 
vite the governors of all the 
states traversed by divi- 
sions of the Dixie highway to 
make this tour, accompanied 
by th: highway authorities of 
the respective states and by 
representative organizations of 
these states. 

Resolved further, That to the 
end of making this a great na- 
tional vent, worthy of its im- 
portance as completin_ the link 
that will make a through high- 
way from Sault Ste. Marie to 
Miami, Fla., the president be 
authorized to appoint the nec- 
essary committees and to take 
any further action that in his 
judgment may be necessary. 

Reolved further, Th the 
annual meeting of the associa- 
tion for 19°0 be postponed from 
May 15, 1920, to the date of the 

_ arrival of the tour in Chatta- 
nooga, said date to be fixed and 
announced by the president. 


ALL-YEAR 
HIGHWAY. 


The eastern division of the high- 


way between Cincinnati and Chat- 
will be a well surfaced 
, highway which can be traveled ev- 
ery day in the year and under all 
weather conditions. It will prob- 
ably be open for through travel un- 
der favorable weather conditions 
by the winter tourist s>ason of this 
year. 

This great highway through the 
Cumberland mountains of Kentucky 
and Tennessee will rival in scenic 
beauty auy similar mileage in the 
United tates. 

There is apprpximately thirteen 
miles of grading to be done, the 
cost of which has all been financed 
and work is now going on along 
three of the four sections while 
bids will be opened May 29 on the 
last seven miles. There remains 
63 miles of surfacing in four coun- 
ties. Work is now under way in 
three of the counties. There is 
available for surfacing and grading 
$34,000. This does not take into 
consideration the surfacing of 20 
miles for which the stat- highway 
department has agreed to provide 
three-fourths of the cost out of the 
tederal and state aid ,und. The di- 
rectors had before them reports on 
every mile of the highway between 
Mt. Vernon, Ky., to which point a 
surfaced road is now provided fro 
Cincinnati, and La Follette, Tenn., 
from which point into Chattanooga 
a surfaced road is now travelable 
all the year round. 

While the preparations are not 
sufficiently definite on which to 
base a prediction, it is believed 
that the western division between 
Nashville and Chatttanooga will 
also be opened for all-year-round 
travel withi twelve months, While 
the dedication could not include 
the entire trip to Florida on ac- 
count of the time required, the 
board of directors received definite 
assurince the preparations al- 
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Waycross to Jacksonville would be 
in good travelable condition for all- 
year-round travel in time for the 
winter tourist season. Within two 
years * large part of the highway 
will be permanently improved, 
based on the reports from Michi- 


gan, Illinois, Indiana, Ghio, Georgia 
and Florida. The counties in Geor- 
gia have voted vver $11,0 9,000 for 
permanent roads and every few 
days adds other counties to the 
list. 

BOULEVARDS FROM 

soo TO MIAMI. 

Michigan and Illinois have voted 
their- bond issues. Within two 
years practically a boulevard will 
be encountered from the Soo to 
Mia’ i, so extensive are the prepa- 
rations for road construction along 
the Dixie highway as reviewed by 
the directors at their annual meet- 
ing. 

V. D. L. Robinson, secretary of 
the association, in his report to the 
directors, comprehensively review- 
ed and discussed the work which 
has been done on the great project 
His report was as follows: 


SECRETARY'S 

REPORT. 

.“On this the fourth anniversary 
of the organization of the Dixie 
Highway association, we approach 
the firs goal of a travelable high- 
way from Michigan to Florida. We 
have gone a long ways toward the 
achievement of the ultimate object 
of the organization of our associa- 
tion— a permanently improved road 
between the termini of the high- 
way. 
“That the first goal will have 
been reached by the close of this 
year can be attributed to the~wis- 
dom of the directors in adding the 
eastern division betwéén Detroit 
and Chattanooga and the central 
division, between Macon ind Jack- 
sonville via Waycross, as it is 
along these divisions inat the prep- 
arations for a ¢ontinuous . rfaced 
thoroughfare to be finished this 
year, are the nearest complete. 
However, it is highly probable 
from the plans made, that al- 
ternate routings between certain 
highway points on the highway will 
be made travelable all the year 
round in t e same length of time. 
Notably among these sections are 
the Carolina division between 
Knoxville and Savannah, the east- 
ern division from Savannah to Jack- 
sonvilic and the western division 
between Macon and Tallahassee. 
The western division from Chicago 
and Indiau-polis to Nashville has 
offered no difficulties to through 
travel during the ast year, and 
whether this division can be open- 
ed through to Chattano. 7a and on 
to Florida will depend entirely on 
the action of the new state highway 
department of Tennessee. 


LARGE MILEAGE 
PERMANENTLY IMPROVED. 

That marked progress is being 
made toward the second goal is in- 
dicated by definite provisions being 
made in Michigai Illinois, Oh.92 
and Florida to pave the entire 
mileage of the highway through 
these states. Ohio will almost, if 
not entirely so; complete the pav- 
ing of the Dixie highway between 
Detroit and Cincinnati this year. 
Illinois and Michigan will pave the 
Dixie highway just as rapidly as it 
can be done, as in both states the 
Dixie highway has priority over 
other through roads. Provision 
has been made for the paving of 
25 per cent of the Dixie highway in 
the state of Georgia by county bond 
issues and federal aid. Other coun- 
ties in this state are falling in line 
with similar bond issues. With the 
passage of the $40,000,000 bond 
issue in that state the permanent 
improvement of the entire mileage 
from the Tennessee line to the 
Florida line will be assured. Flor- 
ida will vote a state bond issue dur- 
ing the present legislature to pro- 
vide the additional funds to con- 
nect the mileage of paving now 
existing along the highway in that 
state. Indiana will comstruct a 
considerable mileage of the high- 
way of concrete or brick this year 
and next under the county unit 
bond issue adopted by the legisla- 
ture of 1919. 

It is manifestly of prime impor- 
tance that at least one through 
route be opened not later than the 
fall and winter touring season of 
this year. With this accomplished 
between the north and south will 
quickly establish the commercial 
value of the Dixie highway and will 
make the work of the association in 
the flow of motor vehicle travel 
achieving its second goal remark- 
ably easy. Without going into de- 
tails as to the further improve- 
ments which are now being made, 
under contract, or projected on the 
sections of a through highway from 
Michigan to Florida which are now 
open to travel under all weather 
conditions, we can briefly concern 
ourselves with a consideration of 
the remaining barriers and the 
probability of their removal before 
the close of this year. 

STATUS OF CINCINNATI- 
KNOXVILLE DIVISION, 
By way of location the Dixie 


highway from Detroit to Mt. Ver- | 


non, Ky., on the eastern division 
is open for all-year-round travel. 
Between Mt. Vernon and Living- 
ston forces are constructing the 
last mile of road into the town of 
Livingston. From this point to the 
Rockceastle river, a distance of 
seven miles, a contract will be 
awarded within thirty days for the 
grading. Contributions to the 
amount of $20,000 were secured 
between Detroit and Chattanooga 
to be used with federal, state and 
county aid, making a total of $90,- 
000 for this work. In Laurel coun- 
ty from the Rockcastle river to 
Corbin the highway has been grad- 
ed and all but thirteen miles of the 
surfacing eompleted. Commission- 
er Rodman Wiley, of Kentucky, 
has given the counties of Rockcas- 
tle and Laurel assurances that they 
will receive 50)per cent federal] aid 
and 25 per cent state aid for -the 
sur.icing o* the twenty miles in the 
two counties. At an estimate of 
$5,000 per mile this will require 
the: counties to raise only $25,000 
for this work. 
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During the’ war period state con- 
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victs ~ere at work re] ring the 
highway from Corbin to Williams- 
burg in Whitley county, a distance 
of approximately twelve miles. It 
now can be traveled all .- e year 
round. The convicts were also used 
in grading and putting in drainage 
from Williamsburg to Saxton, a 
distance of approximately six miles, 
and in constructing the abutments 
for the steel bridge at. Saxton. 
There remains only three and a 
half miles of the highway to grade 
to the Tennessee line. The state 
convicts have agains been put to 
work on this section. The county 
has available $53,000, which, with 
the federal and state aid totaling 
$163,000, is considered ample to 
complete a well surfaced road and 
the bridg: at Saxton through the 
county. The work will be pushed 
as rapidly as the construction can | 
be done. 

Campbell county, Tennessee, was 
one of the few counties which was 
able to cerry on roac construction 
work durirg th !atter part of 1918. 
All of the grading has bee. com- 
pleted and a part of the surfacing 
from Jellico on the Kentucky-Ten- 
ness¢e line to La Follette, where 
the surfaced road to Knoxville is 
encountered. The :ontract for a 
large part of the remaining surfac- 
ing has been awarded and work is 
under way. The county had $100,- 
000 on January 1 to complete the 
work. They were promised $25,000 
of state aid and addi.ional federal 
aid by the old Tennessee highway 
commission. Even if the county 
should not obtain this federa)] and 
state aid from the new commisc<ion, 
it is possible for the county to com- 
plete the surfacing. From Knox- 
ville to Chattanooga a _ surfaced 
road is now provided. 


GEORGIA HAS MADE 
DEFINITE PROVISIONS. | 
The rapidity with which Dixie 
highway counties in Georgia are 
following each other in t-e issu- 
ance of bonds_in amounts from 
$100,000 to $700,000 indicate that 
no difficulty may be anticipated 
regarding the completion of the | 
Dixie highway i: that state with a 
large part of the mileage paved | 
with concrete. Five Dixie highway | 
counties have voted $2,200,000 in| 
bonds and six more have called 
elections to be held this month and 
next for bonds amounting to $2.- 
287,000. From reports received by 
the association from additional 
counties which have not yet deter- 
mined on the amount or the date 
of election, this amount will be in- 
creased by another $2,000,000. This 
does not take into consideration 
the federal aid which will be spent 
in these counties or the passage of 
the $40,000,000 bond issue which 


will be voted upon by the legisla- 
ture in July. Bonds have been 
voted on elections called in the 
state for a total of $11,000,000 which 
will probably be increased to at 
least $15,000,000 by July 1. 


Between Chattanooga and At- 


lanta it is reasonable to expect | 


that the Rome route will be paved 
for a large part of the distance and 
will be a hard surfaced road by 
fall of this year. Just what is done 
on the Dalton route will depend on 
Whitfield and Gordon counties. 
Floyd county is planning a large 
yond issue to pave the highway 
through the county. Bartow coun- 
ty, in view of the preparations on 
the Rome route, has announced that 
the highway from the Floyd coun- 
ty line through Cartersville to the 
Cobb county line will be “‘rst im- 
proved under the $400,000 bond 
issue. Cobb county vetes on 4a 
bond issue, the amount to be detebu 
mined, to connect the paving of 
Bartow county with that of Fulton 
cou. ty. 

PAVING ATLANTA 

TO MACON ROAD. 

Between Atlanta and Macon two 
of the four counties outside of Ful- 
ton, which will pave her part of 
the mileage of the Dixie highway 
this year have voted bonds to sur- 
face their part of the ‘"hway with 
concrete. Spalding county, of 
Grifin is the county seat, voted yes- 
terday on $350,000. in honds. Be- 
fore the .ponds were voted this 
county advertised for bids on six 
miles of 18-foot concrete road 
along the Dixie highway toward 
Atlanta out of a separate fund. 
Bibb cocnty, of which Macon is the 
county seat, has voted $700,000 in 
bonds for the paving of the Dixie 
highway and other roads. It is be- 
lieved the two remaining counties 
wil] fall in line, giving a boulevard 
between the two Georgia cities. 

Between Macon and Jacksonville 
on the central division, Charlton 
county, of which Folkston is the 
county seat, on the banks of the St. 
Mary’s river, which is known by 
every tourist who has attempted to 
go to Florida, for its mileage of al- 
most impassable sand, was the 
first county to vote bonds on this 
division. This county, which is the 
largest and at the same time has 
the lowest assessed valuation in the 
state of Georgia, has voted its limit 
of $75,000 in bonds, which will be 
increased by $25,000, which Miami 
and Jacksonville automobile clubs 
have agreed to assist in raising, 
practically all of which, with fed- 
eral aid, will be used in building the 
Dixie highway through the county. 
Ware county, which is separated 
from Charlton by only six miles of 
the highway in Pierce county, will 
vote this month on $630,000 to pave 
the ~* ‘e highway. Pulaski county, 
of which Hawkinsville is the coun- 
ty seat, has voted $200,000, and Ben 
Hill, with Fitzgerald its county 
seat, will vote next month on $157,- 
000 in bonds. The difficult stretch

at the present time is in Ware, 
Pierce and Charlton counties. 
Nasau county, Florida, has like- 
wise solved its difficulty of getting 
rid of the sand on this division into 
Jacksonville. This county has 
raised $10,000 by warrants, and has 
secured $10,000 additional in pri- 
vate subscriptions, raised by the 
Jacksonville Automobile club, and 
is now at work using state convicts 
in regrading the highwry and in 
giving it a sand clay treatment.

‘Great Future Foreseen 


For American Trade 


Fipancial Experts 
turning From Europe 
Believe This Country 
Will Be Ultimately En- 
riched. by Extending 
Credits. 


New York, May 24.—(Special.)— 
Frank A. Vanderlip returned to 
Wall street this week with a great 
Vision. Vanderlip sees things in 
a big way. For the past few months 
he has been in -Europe studying 
conditions first-hand. Returning 
this week to his desk at the Na- 
tional City bank, he sees a big vis- 
ion of what this country can do 
for itself and others in the coming 
world-wide struggle to return to 
peace-time financial and industrial 
conditions. Having accepted an in- 
vitation to speak at the dinner of 
the’ Economic club here next Mon- 
day night to give his views on this 
subject in detail, all that he would 
say this week for publication was 
that great things were going to 
happen in these United States as 
soon as peace is signed, if only 
we live up to our duty and oppor- 
tunity. 

It is not difficult to forecast the 
great vision which Vanderlip will 
disclose this coming Monday night. 
Briefly stated, here are the high 
spots in the Situation that will ex- 
ist when peace has been signed. 
War-ridden kLurope is going to turn 
to us, the richest country in the 
world, for help. If we give it with 
both hands wide open, the bread 
thus cast on the waters will return 
a hundred-fold to increase the ad- 
vantage which this rich country has 
already over the rest of the world. 
If we fail to meet our great op- 
portunity, here and elsewhere there 
will be idleness, trade reaction, busi- 
ness stagnation. 


How to Meet the Appeal. 


How is the appeal for help to be 
met? Since the war started over 
four years ago this country has 
made foreign loans aggregating 
$12,500,000,000, of which almost $10,- 
000,000,000 were made directly by 
our government after we entered the 
war April 6, 1917. Some idea of 
what this means is had when it is 
understood that on April 1, 1917, the 
total outstanding indebtedness of 
our government was only $1,000,- 
000,000. To lend this $10,000,000,000 
abroad our government had to is- 
sue’and sell its own bonds. That 
is where a large part of the money 
raised by the sale of Liberty and 
Victory Bonds went. 

Vanderlip sees in his great vision 
that besides feeding Europe until 
a crop can be rmised, we must fur- 
nish the, war-ridden countries with 
the capital which will enable them 
to gei on their feet and be self- 
supporting. The way this capital 
can be raised is by appealing to —

brief, our loans to foreign coun- 
tries must continue.

Moreover, our in- 
vestors were not very well ac- 
quainted with foreign bonds, their 
experience prior to 1915 having 
been limited to a few small Japa- 
nese, Argentine and Chinese issues. 

But since 1915, bonds of many 
countries have been successtully 
sold here. And while our investors 
were staggered by the size of the 
proposed offering of $500,900,000 
Anglo-French is, since then $6,000,- 
000,000 bonds of a single issue have 
been taken at our offering. 

Like Vanderlip, H. P. Davison 
returned this week to Wall street 
from abroad. As a partner in the 
house of J. P. Morgan & Co., David- 
son had much to do with the suc- 
cessful floatation of the original 
$500,000,000 Anglo-French loans, 
Davison, like Vanderlip, is full of 
plans for floating loans which will 
assist war ridden Europe to finance 
its reconstruction. 

Suppose our investors take the at- 
titude that the war is over, that we 
have already given Europe enough 
financial assistance, that Europe 
must finance its own reconstruc- 
tion? Thatis possible. What would 
then happen? 

Cannot Withdraw Now. 


What did happen in 1915 after the 
$500,000,000 Anglo-French loan was 
successfully floated? What would 
have happened if our investors had 
refused to take that loan? The an- 
swer to the first question is that 
the money thus raised by England 
and rance was immediately spent 


'here for needed war supplies. That 


was the beginning of the great 
boom in industry. The answer to 
the next question is that if we had 
not first loaned England and France 
that money there would have been 
no war order boom. 

But there was one as shown by 
our foreign trade balance. In the 
four years beginning with 1915, we 
exported $14,000,000,000 more mer- 
chandise than for the preceding four 
years. This week’s foreign trade 
statement from Washington shows 
April, 1919, exports at a new 
monthly high record of $715,600,000, 
against only $500,118,000 for April 
of 1918, when the war was on, and 
Arg only $162,552,000 in April of 


To bring about this enormous ex- 
pansion in our foreign trade bal- 
ance, it was necessary to greatly 
expand our ship and factory facili- 
tiés. Peace is about to be signed 
and we still have these increased 
facilities. If we do not make it 
possible for ‘Europe to buy here, by 
making her loans as we did in 1915, 
then the wheels in many of our 
own shops and factories are going 
to stand still. 

Thus it is plain that if we buy 
more foreign bonds it will be a 
matter of more than accepting an 
opportunity. It is a question of 
self-preservation. 

Feeling that our opportunity will 
be accepted, speculative Wall street 
is asking what effect new foreign 
bond offerings willl have on the 
stock market. The answer is that 
eventually some of the idle money 
now being employed in the stock 
market will be diverted, first to the 
bond market and then back to gen- 
eral business. To which specula- 
tive Wall street replies: Why did 
not this wonderful trade outlook be 
reflected in the stock market as it 
was in 1915, in 1916 and as long 
thereafter as the war-order market 
lasted?

Shipments Heavy, Values Maintained. 

Conditions were like those of the week 
before.

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BRITISH SUCCESS 
IN RECLAMATION 
WORK FOR EGYPT 


Bankrupt Country Has 
Been Made Prosperous 
and Wealthy by Good 


Government. 


DEAD LAND RESTORED 
TO BIG PRODUCTIVITY 


British Irrigation System 
Saves Millions of Acres 
and Makes Possible Abo- 
lition of Forced Labor. 


By Clair Price. 

Cairo, May 10.—In view of the fact 
that the United States may be asked 
to take an interest in the near 
east under a mandate of the league 
of nations, Britain’s achievements in 
the course of a similar task in Egypt 
should be of interest to Americans. 

It was in 1882 that Egypt came 
under the care of Britain. The coun- 
try was then in a state of the most 
abject misery. Her wealth has al- 
ways been almost exclusively agri- 
cultural, but at that time her fields 
were largely uncultivated, her towns 
were falling into ruin, her inhabi- 
tants were literally being taxed to 
death, her gove®fnment was bank- 
rupt, and on the upper Nile “there 
was hardly a dog left to howl for 
a lost master.” 

The days when Egypt had been 
the center of a mighty empire seem- 
ed to be gone forever. The days 
when the land of the Pharoahs was 
the granary of the world were only 
&@ memory. To the small band of 
British officers and civilians who 
came here in 1882 to reorganize the 
government, to re-establish the 
country’s credit and to revive the 
half-dead inhabitants, there seemed 
no possibilities in the country out- 
side making it over into a happier 
corner of Africa. 

Again Wealthy. 

Today, however, Egypt is com- 
pletely convalescent. It is again a 
self-supporting and wealthy coun- 
try. The inhabitants are prosperous 
and happy, the population is increas- 
ing, the government is rich and pro- 
gressive and trade is flourishing. 
Egypt is no longer a small corner 
of Africa. Her peculiar geographi- 
cal position was never more impor- 
tant than it is today. Behind her 
is the great Sudan with its unbroken 
highways extending into the lands 
about the equator; some day Egypt 
will be in direct railway communi- 
cation with the cape, and the an- 
cient port of Alexander will assume 
the role in commerce for which 
Alexander the Great intended it. 
Since the opening of the Suez canal 
in 1889 Egypt has become the all- 
important point on the route from 
Europe to the Orient. She has al- 
ways been the meeting place of na- 
tions, but not until now has she 
found herself surrounded by the 
friendly countries of Palestine, Syria 
and the Sudan, and linked by rail- 
ways to all of them. German East 
Africa has passed into British hands 
and the other neighbors to the Su- 
dan are also under allied control. 
Arabia is in touch with Egypt and 
the king of the Hedjaz is the close 
friend and ally of the British. Egypt 
is no longer the sad, emaciated 
country she was when the British 
came to her in 1882. Conscious of 
her mighty past and stirred by great 
hopes for her future, she has thrown 
off the anemia and despair of Turk- 
ish suzerainty and is resuming 
something of her ancient glory. 

How was it done? 

The Three Assets. 

In the first place, Egypt has-three 
assets—the Nile, the sun and the 
fellaheen, or peasantry, who till her 
soil. “You will not find a race of 
men more accessible to progress, 
better tempered or harder work- 
ing,” said the late sultan of Egypt. 

Before the British came, such 
Parts of Egypt as were cultivated 
were irrigated by the basin system, 
i. e., When the Nile flood comes 
down in July and August it was 
turned by short canals from _ the 
river into large basins of many hun- 
dred acres in extent, inclosed by 
earthen embankments. ‘There it lay 
for some weeks until the fall of 
the river enabled the water 
to run off again, and the silt-covered 
land was ready for the annual crops: 
of millet, etc. But under this sys- 
tem only one crop a year was pos- 
sible except near the river where 
primitive water-lifting machinery 
made summer irrigation possible. It 
was necessary, therefore, to intro- 
duce an entirely different method, 
Known as perennial irrigation, un- 
der which the water was carried by 
canals to great distances from the 
river all through the summer, and 
the land was never completely flood- 
ed deeply as under the basin sys- 
tem. This and the Egyptian climate 
made it possible to go on producing 
one crop after another throughout 
the year. 

The new system of irrigation was 
therefore rapidly extended over 
most of the Nile delta, but it had 
one great drawback, viz., in flood 
time the canals were filled bank

Solving Difficulties.

An 
expensive scheme to operate a sys- 
tem of huge pumps for lifting the 
Nile waters into the canals was 
stopped by him, and contrar to 
much advice he set about repairing 
the abandoned barrage. He suc- 
ceeded, and in 1884 the British-re- 
stored barrage solved the worst of 
Egypt's irrigation difficulties, the 
corvee rapidly diminished, the area 
under irrigation rapidly increased 
and the annual loss to the revenue 
from “sharaki” land, which pays no 
land tax because it has received no 
water, also steadily diminished. 

But the demand for water went 
on in Egypt. 

The barrage had made the fullest 
possible use of the actual supply in 
the Nile. It was necessary to in- 
crease that supply by storing up 
the surplus of the flood to eke out 
the summer supply. 

The plan adopted was to erect a 
large dam to hold back part of the 
enormous flood wastage in a stor- 
age reservoir. This was the Assuan 
dam, which is not a regulating dam 
like the delta barrage, but a great 
storage reservoir. , It was com- 
pleted in 1902, and within a few 
years it had repaid its whole cost. 
With its completion the system of 
Nile irrigation was for the time be- 
ing complete and the Nile, from As- 
suan to Cairo, became one closed 
lock 554 miles long. 

When the flood comes down the 
river and canals are of course open 
throughout and the bulk of the 
flood rushes straight through to the 
sea, the part actually used for irri- 
gation on the way being relatively 
small, But as the flood falls the 


“Sluices of the Assuan dam are grad- 


ually closed down and the dam is 
filled, the sluices remaining suf- 
ficiently open to allow the normal 
river supply to pass through, Then 
as the spring approaches and the 
river level falls, the delta barrage 
Ssluices are gradually closed down, 
and when, owing to the fall of the 
river, it becomes necessary to close 
them altogether, the sluices at As- 
suan are gradually opened and the 
water is released from the storage 
reservoir to maintain the falling 
level in the river. So complete is 
the utilization of the river supply 
that in the height of summer the 
bed of the river near its mouth 
becomes absolutely dry, and tempo- 
rary “sudds” of earth have to be 
erected to prevent the small trickle 
that remains from being turned 
salt by the inflow of the sea, 
Permanent Water Supply. 

This wonderful system was later 
added to by the erection of further 
barrages at Assuit and Esna, in 
upper Egypt, and at Ziftah, in low- 
er Egypt, to feed other canals tak- 
ing off from these points. The re- 
sult was that the whole of Egypt 
was gradually brought within the 
reach of a permanent water supply, 
and the productive capacity of the 
country and the wealth and well- 
being of the fellaheen were steadily 
increased. Not only was the water 
supply everywhere increased, but 
the level at which it was given 
was raised so that the greater part 
of the country now received the 
water at such a height in the ca- 
nals that it was possible to irri- 
gate the land by “free flow” irri- 
gation, i. e., without raising it fur- 
ther by way of the primitive appli- 
ances which used to be peculiar to 
the Egyptian landscape. 

In 1913 it became necessary as a 
result of the lowest flood in Egypt 
for 180 years to look elsewhere for 
an additional supply of water. De- 
velopments in cotton growing in the 
Sudan led irrigation engineers to 
look in that direction. Here in the 
Sudan the flood on the Blue Nile 
comes down from the ‘Abyssinian 
mountains early in the summer and, 
owing to the steep gradient of the 
river bed, with such a force that 
when it meets the more sluggish 
White Nile it actually dams back 
the latter and monopolizes the chan. 
nel below Khartum for some time. 
Then, as the Blue Nile begins to 
fall, the pent-up flood of the White 
Nile comes in, and following on the 
back of the Blue Nile often pro- 
duces a kind of second flood in 
Egypt. 


Great Possibilities, 


Here, then, were great possibili- 
ties. The floods of the White Nile 
were actually lost to a great ex- 
tent because they spread out in the 
wastes of the “sudd,” huge areas 
of papyrus-covered marsh, where 
the loss by evaporation was very 
heavy. By the erection of another 
great storage reservoir somewhere 
on the White Nile south of Khar- 
tum these waste waters of the White 
Nile could be impounded while the 
Blue Nile filled the channel below 
Khartum, and then used later in 
the winter to reinforce the falling 
Nile and maintain the supply in 
Assuan. Further, the possibility 
of holding back the White Nile 
would be of the greatest possible 
advantage in case of high floods, 
as by reducing the pressure at the 
top of the flood the danger of in- 
undation in Egypt would be greatly 
diminished.

Reports from practically all sec- 
tions of the sixth federal reserve 
district indicate that business in al- 
most all lines has continued active 
during the past month. The retail 
trade is still on the increase, and 
wholesale merchants also report an 
increased volume of trade. This ap- 
plies to all lines, but especially is it 
true with regard to the dry goods 
business, and to those lines which 
during the period of the war were 
more or less restricted” A large 
increase has been noticeable in the 
number of sales by automobile 
houses and jewelry stores. 

The Victory Liberty Loan has 
been oversubscribed, and with the 
assurance that this is the last pub- 
lic loan, business men and bankers 
are laying the foundation for a pe- 
riod of. extended and extensive ac- 
tivity in all lines of industry. De- 
posits in some instances are report- 
ed to have decreased, due to pay- 
ments on Victory notes, while in 
other cases large increases in depos- 
its are reported. Interest rmtes re- 
main steady. There has been some 
liquidation of discounts as a result 
of scattered sales of cotton. 

An .extended inquiry throughout 
the district indicates that the cash 
sales are considerably larger than 
before the war, or even a year ago, 
and there has also been a decrease 
in the credit sales, not, however, to 
the extent of the Pagid 4 in cash 
sales. Merchants are avail™mg them- 
selves of the privilege of discount- 
ing their bills more than ever be- 
fore, and more sales are being made 
on thirty days’ time, whereas pre- 
viously goods were sold on sixty 
and ninety days’ time. This is at- 
tributed to the increased wages and 
higher prices received for all prod- 
ucts. These reports indicate. that 
there is more money in the hands 
of the people than ever before. 

Since the signing of the armi- 
stice, both the export and import 
trades have increased considerably. 
The shippers as yet are still gov- 
erned by government allocations, 
and are unable to make bookings 
for foreign destinations. In spite 
of this, however, large shipments of 
grain, lumber, cotton and foodstuffs 
are being made. Inland shippers are 
handicapped as the railroads refuse 
to accept freight for foreign desti- 
nations until cargo space is assured. 
Relief is promised in the form of 
more ships in the near future, and 
in this event trade conditions will 
be better than ever before. Central 
American trade is also hampered 
by lack of ships, but in spite of 
this large quantities of coffee, sisal 
and tropical fruits, especially bana- 
nas, are being imported. 

The weather has been favorable 
for crop planting, practically all cot- 
ton and other crops having been 
planted. Good stands are reported 
in the southern portion of these 
states. Excessive rainfall the sec- 
ond and third week of the month, 
however, with the cool nights fol- 
lowing caused injury to the growth 
of cotton, as well as other crops, 
but replanting where imperfect 
stands have shown up, will place 
this crop in good condition. 
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since last report, and if this in- 
crease, although slight, continues, it 
fs probable a good deal of the cotton 
now held by farmers and merchants 
will be disposed of, causing a re- 
lease to other lines of business of 
the money now carried on cotton 
paper. 

Later reports indicate a general 
reduction in the cotton acreage in 
all of the states of the district ex- 
cept Alabama, where a 5 per cent 
increase is predicted. Reports state 
the acreage in Georgia will be cut 
20.5 per cent, in Tennessee 18 per 
cent, in Mississippi 15 per cent and 
in Louisiana from 15 to 20 per cent. 

Corn crops are. reported in good 
shape. Fruits and vegetables ap- 
pear not to have been damaged by 
recent light frosts, and the outlook 
is encouraging for large ~- yields. 
Strawberry crops are excellent and 
prices satisfactory. The wheat and 
oats crops are reported fair, with 
prospects for large yields. It is 
estimated that the total production

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VIENNA AUTHOR 
TELLS HORRORS 
OF NEW POGROM 


Book Is Published by Jo- 
seph Bendow in Which 
He Places Responsibil- 
ity for Recent Pogrem 
On Polish Government. 


DECLARES MANY WERE 
KILLED BY SOLDIERY 


Many Eye-Witness State- 

ments Are Published, 
But All Who Testify 
Are Withheld. 


New York, May 18.—(Special.)—A 
book of horrorg has just been pub- 
lished in Vienna. It is entitled 
“The Lemberg Pogrom” and its au- 
thor, Joseph Bendow, has attempted 
to set down dispassionately the de- 
tailed story of the terrors that 
reigned in that city from November 
22 to January 1, last. Of those who 
died in this pogrom, or, rather, series 
of pogroms, 72 have been identified 
and their names recorded, but the 
list of names, says the author, gives 
but an incomplete picture, “as many 
of the killed were burned to cinders 
in the houses that were set afire. 
while in other cases the corpses were 
so badly disfigured as to render 
identification impossible. It is alse 
a well established fact that a num- 
ber of pogrom victims were secret- 
ly removed and buried by the mili- 
tary.” 

The book contains, among other 
features, the depositions of 3,620 
families who had to face the rioting 
mobs, composed mainly of Polish sol- 
diers. A statistical table shows that 
soldiers participated in 2.806 rob- 
beries, some of them resulting in 
the murder of resisting victims; in 
494 of these cases they were led 
by officers; officers alone partict- 
pated in six robberies; civilians 
joined with the rioting soldiers in 
89] cases. Only six cases are re- 
corded where the rioting mobs con- 
sisted entirely of civilians. 


Houses Are Burned, 


Four hundred and forty-two houses 
in the Jewish section of the celty 
were ruined by fire during the 
pogroms; 173 were burned to tne 
ground, and of the rest only black- 
ened walis remain standing. 

These figures, taken from a table 
which gives the names of the streets, 
and the number of houses on each 
that were set afire, do not include 
a number of retail shops and fou 
synagogues. Nor do they include 
75 other houses where the incendiary 
efforts somehow failed, and 18 oth- 
er houses which were damaged bys 
means other than fire. 

The author of this gruesome book 
stresses the point that the pogroms 
were permitted by the Polish au- 
thorities notwithstanding that a 
formal agreement had been entered 
into recognizing and sanctioning 
Jewish neutrality in the conflict be- 
tween the Poles and the Ukrainians. 
The agreement, which is reproduced 
in facsimile, is signed by Bronislaw 
Lapinski, chief of staff for the Pol- 
ish army, and by three representa- 
tives of the Jewish community. It 
provides for a Jewish militia, bear- 
ing arms and distinguished by a 
white brassard, and whose duty it 
was to maintain order and. security 
in the quarters of the town inhabit- 
ed by the Jews. The only restric- 
tions governing this Jewish militia 
were that their names should be 
certified to the Polish authorities; 
that the members should bear writ- 
ten authorizations signed by the 
Jewish committee, and that they 
should not take part in the fighting 
either on the Polish or Ukrainian 
sides. The fifth paragraph of this 
agreement, which is dated Novem- 
ber 10, reads: “The Polish army will 
respect the neutrality of the Jewish 
militia.” 

Organized Pogsrom, 

The author goes carefully into the 
question of the organization of the 
pogrom. He gives the depositions 
of eighty witnesses selected from 
several hundred tending to prove 
the participation of the soldiery: 
that as a reward for the capture of 
the town from the Ukrainians, the 
Polish troops were given the privi- 
lege of looting the Jewish quarter. 
that the police were either passive 
onlookers, or, in most cases, active 
participants in the pogroms and 
that innumerable automobiles heav- 
ily laden with stolen goods were 
driven directly to the various mill- 
tary headquarters and encampments 
where their loads were discharged. 

Lieutenant Colonel Czeslaw Mac- 
zynski, the military commander of 
Lemberg, is written down as “the 
guiding spirit of the whole pogrom 
movenpent, a destroving fliend who 
fanned the pogrom flame by all the 
means at his command, although he 
nbove all others knew that the Lem- 
berg Jews were without weapons of 
env kind and could neither attack 
anyone nor defend themselves, and 
that all the silly twaddle about 
their shooting from ambush, throw- 
ing hatchets and threatening with 
boiling water was merely the in- 
vention of malicious and evil minds. 
Not a single word of all these ac- 
cusations was true and up to the 
present day Maczynski is seeking 
in vain for such ‘established facts’ 


as might serve to make his dis- 
graceful deeds appear in the Hght 
of defensive measures.” 


Attitade of Preas. 


Another chapter ts devoted to the 
attitude of the Polish populace and 
press. The author demonstrates 
that the entire Polish community 
of Lemberg, with hardly an excep- 
tion, welcomed the pogrom and idefi- 
tified themselves with it. The press 
completely ignodOred the outrages, 
limiting themselves to brief ittefie 
under such headlines as “Fires” or 
“Biz Conflagrations.” But if the 
columns blindly tgnored what was 
going on, the editorial pages reeked 
with provocative articles. 

The bulk of the book, a summary 
of which has been received by the 
Zionist organization of America. t* 
devoted to detailed descriptions of 
victims, of what befell them and of 
the brutal murders that they were 
compelled to witness. The namea of 
the witnesses are withheld in order. 
the authors say, to save them from 
reprisals, but all the material upon 
which the book is based the author 
says he will most willingly place at 
the disposal of any neutral investi- 
gation commission, 

Martial law was proclaimed after 
48 hours. The promise of a period 
of looting was rigidly adhered to, 
even as to the exact. number of 
hours. But. this only ended the 
orgy, as.such, without, however, 
giving pause to the chapter of hor- 
rors ushered. in on November 22. 
From that on not a single day pass- 
ed without new horrors being vis- 
ited on the helpless denizens of the 
Jewish quarter. Funerals were 
stopped, and graves dug on the pre- 
tense that weapons were being con- 
cealed: leaders of the community 
were forced to do compulsory labor’ 
others compelled to dance on the 
public streets for the amusement of 
the rabble, and blackmail became 
rampant. 

The author says that the Polish 
government is making great efforts 
to manufacture false reports of 
Jewish conspiracies, “Bolshevist in- 
trigues of the Jews” and the like to 
delude public opinion with regard 
to the true state of affairs. He con- 
tinues: “But as long as the mur- 
derers of Lemberg enjoy immunity 
from punishment all the assurances 
of the Polish government that it has

DRUGGISTS BEGIN. 
COUNTER Flat] 


Say Doctors’ Bill to Reg- 
ulate Patent Medicine 
Sales Is a Blow at Their 
Interests. 


Macon, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)— 
Besides advocating radical changes 
in the laws governing the drug 
business in Georgia, the Georgia 
Pharmaceutical association, at its 
annual meeting at Tybee~- Island, 
June 10 and 11, will begin a. coun- 
ter fight on the American Medical | 
association for its attitude toward | 
patent medicines, it was learned to- 
day from Dr. Ben S. Persons, secre- 
tary of the state board of phar- 
macy. 

Druggists of the state, and of oth- 
er states, believe that the “propa- 
ganda” of the American Medical as- 
sociation, which has for its effect 
an attempt to discourage the use 
of patent medicines, is an infringe- 
ment upon the drug business, and 
they have announced their inten- 
tion of fighting it as such, Macon 
will have the largest delegation in 
the history of the association, and 
every member will voice his senti- 
ment against the medical associa- 
tion’s action. 

The efforts of the medical asso- 
ciation to legislate nationally and 
in the different states against the 
manufacture of patent medicines 
will be discussed, and from opinion 
gathered by the secretary from dif- 
ferents parts of the state, the drug- 
gists will almost unanimously go 
on record as ftavoring the sale of 
legitimate medicines. 

Say Bill Would Prohibit. 


A bill said to have been drawn 
by the Georgia Medical association, 
a branch of the American Medical 
association, will be presented at the 
next session of the legislature, ask- 
ing that every patent medicine con- 
cern marketing goods in Georgia 
be required to file a copy of its 
formula with two physicians desig- 
nated by the government, and a 
statehouse official, also designated 
by the gevernor.
